Weapons Rage 


Secret Preparations 
Have Created 
Horror Reactions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has secretly pre- 
pared for decades to fight a war 
using chemicals and germs that 
kill man, his animals and crops. 


The secrecy shrouding the na- 


tion's chemical, biological war- 
fare (CBW) program fostered a 
horror-type 
reaction 
among 


many 
people 
which 
over- 


whelmed the logic of such weap- 
ons. 


Now, even decisions over how 


to destroy some of these weap- 
ons, provokes the same rac- 
tion. 


Controversy and protest con- 


tinued today as workmen at two 
Southern Army depots loaded 
3,000 tons of old—but still deadly 
—GB nerve gas rockets aboard 
trains for their trip to sea and a 
watery grave. 


Army officials said it cost $1.6 


million to make these rockets. It 
will cost $705,000 to destroy 
them. 


Small Portion 


The rockets, encased in steel 


and concrete coffins, are only a 
small part of America's CBW 
stockpile. Its size is a national 
secret, but it is believed to con- 
tain millions of pounds of chem- 
ical agents ranging from rela- 
tively mild tear gas—used in 
Vietnam—to poisonous GA, GB 
and V nerve agents. Odorless 
tasteless arid invisible, these 
agent skill in seconds. 


Until last year, biological or 


germ weapons were part of this 
hidden arsenal. But Presiden 
Nixon renounced use of these 
weapons, ordered existing 
stocks destroyed and declare? 
the United States would confine 
its biological research to defen 
sive measures such a immuni 
zation.

mained. Packed in virtually any 
type of military ordnance- 
bombs, rockets, artillery shells 
grenades and land mines—they 
are stored and ready for use a 
military depots in the Unitec 
States,, West Germany and Oki 
nawa.

"But as presi- 
dent I have the supreme duty to 
maintain law, institutions and 
the intangible rights of legiti- 
mate justice," he declared. 


"The theory is that when 


you've got that situation, the 
South Vietnarr.ese divisions can- 
move out to the border areas 
and do the interdicting role that 
we were doing in 1969 and the 
early part of this year. This is 
beginning to take place." 


He said South Vietnamese 


forces had already taken over 
four provinces to the southwest, 
west and north of Saigon bor- 
dering Cambodia and that some 
American units already had 
pulled back. 


The South Vietnamese force 


in Thursday's battle west of Sak 
gon consisted of about 500 rang- 
ers and Regional Force militia- 
men. It was the biggest battle 
for government forces in more 
than a month.

bargains for the firemen. 


The settlement would combine 


the duties of firemen and brake- 
men under a new job classifica- 
tion acceptable to the railroads 
and union. No new workers 
would be classified as firemen 
but no firemen would be fired. 
The classification would be 
eliminated 
gradually through 


retirement and death. 


The White House said the bas- 


ics of the proposal were worked 
out by the union and railroads 
and "therefore it should provide 
the basis for a long-term settle- 
ment to this old issue."

What does 
this mean to husbands, to 
children, to the women them- 
selves? What is it doing to 
family life? 


Here are just a few of the 


statistics, based on U.S. De- 
partment of Labor figures and 
a recent survey by Chicago- 
based Beeline Fashions, Inc , 
a firm with a sales force of 
20,000 women. The company 
needs to know about working 
women because their total 
sales rise in direct proportion 
to the number of women they 
can recruit as stylists to sell 
their fashions at home style 
shows. 


One out 
of every 
three 


wives now holds a job, either 
full or part time. (In 1955 it 
was one out of every four 
wives. 


One Out of Five Jobs 


Working woives now hold 


one out of every five jobs in 
the country. There were 17.6 
million working wives in 1969, 
according to the Department 
of Labor. In 1962 wives pro- 
vided 
13 per cent of 
all 


American workers. In 1989 
wives filled over 21 per cent 
of jobs in America. Almost 


800,000 married 
women en- 


tered the labor force in 1969, 
twice the number of married 
men who did so. 


These 
are 
a few of the 


figures for working wives, the 
totals for all women who work 
are even larger of course, but 
do not affect American family 
life in the same way. Women 
workers hold over 28 million 
jobs out of a total of 76 
million to form 37 per cent of 
the total work force. 


And c h i l d r e n , especially 


young ones, have a profound 
effect on whether wives work, 
but in more ways than might 
be guessed. 


About a third of all working 


women, 
10.6 million, have 


children under 18 years of 
age. Only one-fourth of wo- 
men with children under three 
are now working or seeking 
employment. The figure rises 
to one-third of women with 
children aged three to five 
and to one-half of women with 
children in school! 


Inflation Breeds Necessity 
Why do they go to work? 


The rising cost of living in 
these inflationary times is the 
most frequent reason given. 
Mothers return to work, or 
start work in a new field, to 
help pay the family bills. 
Martin L. Reff, chairman of 


Beeline Fashions, reports that 
the firm has been able to 
increase its staff of stylists 
(sales representatives) by 15 
per cent within the past year. 
Stylists may work part time 
or 
full time, any days or 


hours they choose, so mothers 
find 
it easier to fit their 


schedules around their family 
duties. Jobs with these hours 
make for a more relaxed 
working mother with no guilt 
feelings to harass her. 


There is no question that 


the increase in working wives 
has affected 
the status of 


mother in the family and the 
independence of each family 
member. Mother brings home 
an average of 37 per cent of 
the earnings brought home by 
the father, but this figure is 
constantly rising. And it's the 
important extra part that 
buys a second car, the color 
TV, pays for cleaning help 
and convenience foods and 
adds to the college fund for 
older sisters and brothers.

Beautiful s u m m e r y days 


bring cyclists out on the road 
in large numbers. 


Cycling can be a healthy 


activity so long as people use 
common sense and follow the 
recommendations of the vari- 
ous safety councils. 


With an estimated 55 million 


bicycle riders enjoying the 
healthful exercise throughout 
the nation, the Women's Bu- 
reau of Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company thinks this 
is a good time of year for 
bike riders to check their 
safety rules as well as their 
equipment. 


In 1968, the most recent 


year reported, 800 persons of 
all ages lost their lives in 
bicycle-connected accidents in 
the United States. Of these, 30 
were four years of age or 
under; 500 were between the 
ages of five and 14; ISO were 
between 15 and 24: 50 between 
25 and 44; 40 between 45 and 
64 — and showing cycling is 
still important with elderly 
people, 40 were between the 
ages of 65 and 74. while 20 
deaths occurred to those over 
75 years old. 


About the only way a cyclist 


can be badly hurt is by going 
out of control or being hit by 
a car. The former is most 
likely to occur when peddling 
down hill, so keep in mind the 
old cycling adage, "You can't 
go up a hill too fast or down a 
hill too slow " 


Check Brakes 


Before going down a long or 


steep hill, check brakes and 
luggage for anything loose. Be 
sure the brake blocks make 
good contact with the rim, but 
do not touch the tiro. Put your 
hat on firmly, if you wear 
one, and wear glasses if you 
have them. A bug in the eye 
at high speed can mean a 


if the cyclist uses hand sig- 
nals. 'In most states these are 
the same signals used with an 
automobile. 


Very often in cycling acci- 


dents the motorists failed to 
see the person on a bicycle, so 
wear bright colors and if you 
cycle at night, use plenty of 
light and reflector tape. 


A good cyclist recognizes 


road hazards and takes pre- 
cautions against them. These 
include loose sand or gravel, 
wet blacktop surfaces, sticks, 
stones and glass 


Crossing diagonal railroad 


tracks is tricky. The cyclist's 
best bet is to cross them in a 
perpendicular direction under 
full control. 


Warning Signals 


Warning devices that use 


sound such as bells or horns 
are particularly useful in giv- 
ing pedestrians warning. 


Needless to say, cyclists are 


expected to ride with traffic. 


Like mailmen, cyclists do 


not always find the dog to be 
man's best friend. If pursued 
by a dog, it may be best to 
walk the bike on the far side 
of the dog. 


One final word of warning is 


directed to parents with be- 
ginning bicyclists — see that 
they are fully instructed in 
traffic laws and safe practic- 
es; keep in mind that it is 
dangerous to purchase a bi- 
cycle too large for the young- 
ster's immediate needs. 


All in all. in cycling as in 


any other human pursuit, the 
best rule is the Golden Rule.

allv helps to mate your 
experience outdoors a happier 
and healthier one. 


For many years, experts

grapes have been grown and 
wine made in Chile ever since 
the first Spaniards arrived, 
more man four centuries ago.

But the modern history of 


Chilean wine dates from 1851, 
when the first of a distin- 
guished succession of French 
wine-makers arrived.

"Iced creams" were intro- 


duced in France for Catherine 
de Medici's wedding to the 
future King Henry 11 in 1533. 
However, the frozen sweets 
her Florentine chefs prepared, 
with .a different flavor for 
each gala day, were more 
"iced" than "cream". And 
while such "ices" were aston- 
ishingly new to the French 
court, elsewhere they were 
ancient in history.

"To risk the lives of Ameri- 


can pilots and to spend addi- 
tional millions of dollars in 
direct support of the Phnom 
Penh government is, in my 
ooinion, to ignore the lessons of 
Vietnam," Utech said. 


Quotes Statements 


He quoted from Presidential 


statements of June 3 and June 
30 in which Nixon declared that 
air missions would be flown 
over Cambodia "where I find it 
necessary to protect the lives 
and security of our men in 
South Vietnam." 


On July 1, Utech continued, 


Nixon said in a televised inter- 
view that the U.. S. had no 
commitment to the government 
of Cambodia and would adopt 
no policies to oblige this country 
to support the Lon Nol regime 
'governing Cambodia. 


But now it is learned that U. 


S. missions are being flown 
"well over 100 miles from the 
Vietnamese border," -Utech 
said. "Further, these missions 
are being conducted in direct 
response to a request from the 
Lon Nol gpvemment." 


Utech said in bis telegram to 


Steiger, "The fact that Ameri- 
can planes are now responding 
to the request from the Lon Nol 
regime by flying close combat 
support missions for Cambodian 
troops appears to blatantly con- 
tradict the President's previous 
policy statements." 


Wire to Nixon 


To Nixon, he wired, "There is 


obvious conflict between your 
stated policy in Cambodia and 
the fact that American planes 
and pilots are now flying close 
combat support missions for 
Cambodian troops at the re- 
quest of the Lon Nol regime." 


Utech also criticized Steiger's

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FAA Tower Likely by 72

Federal Aviation Administra- 


tion (FAA) head John Shaffer 
confirmed today that Outagamie 
County can possibly expect a 
permanent air traffic control 
tower at its airport in fiscal 
1972. 


Presiding at a ribbon-cutting 


ceremony dedicating the new 
portable c o n t r o l tower this 
morning, Shaffer indicated, how- 
ever, that the FAA probably 
would absorb the tower person- 
nel into its organization before 
the permanent tower is built. 


The FAA chief said fiscal 1972 


was about the earliest a perma- 
nent tower could be expected 
since the fiscal 1970 budget 
already was in operation, and 
the fiscal 1971 budget priorities 
were pretty well determined. 


County Tower 


He indicated the FAA proba- 


bly would take title to the 
present portable tower 
and 


move it to another airport when 
the permanent tower is built. 


The portable tower was pur- 


chased and installed by Outa- 
gamie County and put into 
operation on July 15. The three 
traffic controllers are also em- 
ployes of the county but are 
certified by the FAA. 


Charles Olson, Airport Mana- 


ger, said there were 316 move- 
ments at the airport Wednesday 
and more than 1,500 movements 
the first six days of August. A 
movement 
is a take-off or 


landing. 


Shaffer said the FAA also is 


studying the criteria for qualify- 
ing for a control tower. At 
present, an airport needs a 
minimum of 50,000 itinerant 
movements a year to qualify for 
a tower if the airport is not 
served by an airline. 


Present FAA rules do not 


consider Air Wisconsin an air- 
line although the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board (CAB) does classify 
Air Wisconsin as an airline. If 
the FAA would change 
its 


classification of Air Wisconsin, 
the Outagamie County Airport 
would then meet the criteria for 
an FAA tower. 


Shaffer said the future would 


sec "new cities springing from 
the dust" and that "Airports 
will be the cornerstones of those 
cities." He added the Outa- 
gamie County Airport story was 
one that is happening all over 
the 'country. 


The quality of the Outagamie 


County A i r p o r t will create 
growth and attract industry, the 
FAA head said. He warned, 
however, that proper land use 
zoning around airports was a 
" p r i n c i p l e that you don't 
break."

"You will have unhappy and 
unpleasant criticism from your 
new neighbors," Shaffer said. 


Correct Insufficiency 


The Outagamie County Air-

control is well-known by 
irrigators. tip until rains 
came recently, these fellows 
were pumping water and 
hauling irrigation pipe nearly 
night and day. 


Research at the University" 


of Wisconsin Branch Ex- 
periment Station, at Hancock, 
has proved water can mean 
the difference between a crop 
failure or a full crop. By ad- 
ding 3.5 inches of rainfall, as 
needed, during a rather dry 
summer, they produced 118 
bushels of corn per acre. On 
an adjacent 
plot, 
with 


everything else being equal, 
the yield was 25 bushels per 
acre. Sweet corn plots gave 
the same results, where two 
and one-half inches of rainfall 
was used, as needed, the yield 
was five tons per acre and 
while natural rainfall was 
insufficient, reducing the yield 
to one-half ton of nubbins per 
acre. 


The effect of poor weed 


control has been evident on 
corn fields. Where weed 
• control was poor, the corn 
suffered almost in direct 
proportion to 
the weed 


population. ..Lambsquarters, 
ragweed and quackgrass were 
much worse than the shallow 
rooted, late-seasoned grasses, 
such as pigeon and crabgrass.

Thirsty' Corn Has Low Yield

A

farmer's 


organization has been char- 
tered in Wisconsin after a 
meeting of an estimated 200 
persons in Springfield, 111. 


The new group, entitled 


Independent 
Farmers 


Alliance, (IFA) now has 
members in 12 midwest 
states. Besides Wisconsin 
members come from, Illinois, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Ohio, Michigan, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Indiana and Missouri. 


A Hillsdale farmer, Albin 


Rust, is the Wisconsin director 
of the organization. Rust is the 
former head of the dairy 
department of the National 
Farmers Organization 
(NFO). 


Bargaining Group 


He denied the new group is a 


splinter of the NFO instead 
calling it an attempt by 
dissatisfied farmers to unify 
bargaining efforts. 


"Basically there has to be 


some farm group in all 
commodities that will work 
with all other farm groups." 


He described 
the new 


organization as "a marketing 
structure," describing the 
function of the group as 
bargaining collectively for 
unproved prices for farmers. 


Program Emerges 


"This has been talked about 


for the better part of a year or 
two years." The core of the 
new group is formed of 
members from all other farm 
organizations, he emphasized. 


"You've got any number of, 


farmers that don't like to 
belong to the structures that 
are set up," said Rust. 


The IFA will attempt to 


serve farmers both on the 


' legislative 
front 
in 


Washington and by bargaining 
to market commodities. Rust 
said the organization may be 
similar in ways to labor 
organizations. 


• Balance Needed 


. He charged that present 
farm organizations too often 
fail to conduct balanced 
programs, 
because ' they 


concentrate too heavily either 
on legislative 
efforts or 


bargaining. 


Unlike present national 


groups the IFA now is 
designed as a regional 
association. Rust complained 
that midwest fanners are not 
getting their share of market 
prices paid in other parts of 
the nation. He said coastal 
prices often guide market 
rates adding, "We see where 
the tail is wagging the dog." 


Farmers now are not well 


represented, he said, because 
existing farm organizations 
clash. "It's more a case of the 
groups not working together 
enough on a large 'enough 
scale to achieve the goals 
they accomplish." 


To achieve its goals the IFA 


must gain membership from 
the rolls of present farm 
organizations, according to 
Rust. 


Coalition Criticized 


The present groups are 


ineffective despite efforts to 
forge a National Coalition, he 
said. Individualism damages 
unity in the Coalition ren- 
dering it ineffective. "It does 
not have the desired effect 
because when the chips are 
down somebody backs down." 


The IFA would be a single 


organization which could 
unify farmer's efforts for 
collective bargaining and to 
exert legislative pressure. 


Bargaining experts will be 


hired to market grain, wheat 
and dairy products for 
organization members. The 
experts will work with a 
general manager 
of the 


organization and board of 
directors formed of two 
directors from each state. 


At the present time only one 


director has been named in 
each state. The temporary 
president of the organization 
is Ed Hall, Mt. Vernon, 111.

Rust was optimistic about 


bargaining success. "A good 
businessman can get the going 
price no matter where he 
wants to get rid of it (his 
product)." 


The IFA has not been form- 


ed to combine ideas which 
already exist in other farm 
organizations. I{ will serve an 
entirely new purpose ac- 
cording to Rust. "We feel 
we're simply filling a gap 
that's been left."

Nixon's Isolation From Reality 


The isolation of the President of tHe 


United States, not only from the people 
of the country but from policies of his 
administration, is getting serious. There 
seems a curious breakdown in particular 
in this administration. 


President Nixon's decision to go into 


Cambodia was taken with only a 
minimal effort to find out what effect it 
would have on the country, especially on 
the campuses. Presidential Aide Henry 
Kissinger did call in several assistants 
who were most vehemently opposed to 
the action. But apparently the only 
members of Congress who were con- 
sulted were hawks. Whatever the 
President said in a subsequent television 
broadcast about being limited to only 
one term because he did what he thought 
was right, it has been apparent that he 
never expected the eruptions that oc- 
curred. 


More recently the President either 


spoke too fast in answer to a question at 
that California press conference or he 
didn't quite know what was happening. 
What about the Justice Department 
personnel allegedly going to the South to. 
see 
about 
the- enforcement 
of 


desegregation plans, was the question. 
This already had been confusing. Jerris 
Leonard had announced that some 100 
would be going to various districts to be 
sure that desegregation plans went 
through. Attorney General John Mitchell 
had tried to shrug off the controversy by 


implying at least that things were not in 
quite such dire straits. Senator Strom 
Thurmond blew a gasket. 


And on television President Nixon 


said flatly that no federal men would be 
sent to southern districts unless 
requested by local officials. As the New 
York Times pointed out, this would be 
somewhat like "Hanoi expecting a bid 
from Saigon to inspect South Viet- 
namese war prisoner camps." It was 
ridiculous on its face if the ad- 
ministration is sincere in moving toward 
real desegregation something that has 
not yet been assured. But Justice 
Department lawyers are in the South 
filing 58 suits against school districts and 
sometimes with 
the 
quiet 
en- 


couragement of local officials who see 
court orders as a means toward what 
they fe"fel to be inevitable integration 
without the onus of it falling directty 
upon them. Did anyone tell the 
President? 


In the last few weeks President Nixon 


has been out meeting the people, or at 
least some of them, in an announced 
plan to get away from the isolation of the 
White House and Washington. But 
tempers are such that so far he has not 
really risked meeting opposition 
audiences. Military bases and Orange 
County, California, may give him ap- 
plause but he still isn't £ohig to find out 
the strength of the opposition to his 


isolation—or segregation. 


Warning About Danger From Smog 


LastFebruary an international group 


of scientists direly warned that' 'a global 
crisis exists in respect to environmental 
quality". Maybe this was too esoteric a 
way of putting it but at any rate no one 
paid very much attention. 


And last week dozens of major cities 


all around the world were almost shut 
down by smog. 


It isn't as if this problem has sud- 


denly appeared out of nowhere. There 
have been killing smogs in a number of 
places for decades. London solved its 
hideous pea soup fogs by virtually 
banning all smoke devices, especially 
after a 1952 experience when respiratory 
and coronary deaths increased more 
than 4,000 per cent. In 1948, four days of 
smog in a Pennsylvania city made half 
the residents ill and 20 died. There were 
80 deaths due to breathing difficulties 
caused by smog in the eastern United 
States in 1966. 


But last week's episodes have been 


remarkable for their distances from 
each other. New York City was hamper- 
ed in addition by a power failure. 
Tokyo closed its major streets • to 
automobiles. Industrial gas in Sydney, 
Australia, had the whole place smelling 
like rotten eggs. Mexico City was hard 
hit and Los Angeles as usual drifted in a 
haze. Even the Russians are admitting 
problems in their perfect society. 


In the United States and in Japan the 


greatest culprit is the automobile. 
Senator Gaylord Nelson, introducing an 
amendment to the Clean Air Act which 
would prohibit the sale of internal 
combustion engines by 1975, pointed out 
that the "most significant research (in 
finding an alternative to the internal 
combustion engine) was taking place 
outside the industry." It is estimated 
that at least 60 per cent of most smog 
problems come from automobiles and in 
larger cities as much as 90 per cent may 
be due to them. But industry, especially 
of a certain type, is also to blame. It is 
clear that legislation, rather than per- 
suasion, now is needed. 


Nor is,the problem limited to large 


and highly industrialized areas. Green 
Bay is one of the few cities in Wisconsin 
that has smoke standards and they 
should be adopted by other areas 
especially in the Fox River Valley. 
Congress should also stop dragging its 
feet. Why appropriate more millions for 
highways when encouragement of more 
automobiles are exactly what we do not 
need? 


As someone once said, people are 


only human which is probably why we 
can make elaborate preparations to land 
on the moon successfully but can't keep 
our own planet clean. This is why we live 
from crisis to crisis—and they are 
growing in number and immensity

that almost anybody can be 
turned into a teacher with pay 
that would insult an illiterate 
construction worker. (Except 
for a few of the larger cities 
and more affluent suburbs.) 


Educational groups that 


invite me to "sympose" with 
them often ask me what I 
think of "teaching machines" 
and televised courses; ex- 
pecting me, as a humanist, to 
object to these devices. 


Quite the contrary. I think a 


good teaching machine is a 
great improvement over a bad 
teacher, and that the personal 
presence is of value only when 
the personality itself has some 
particular value. We could 
make do with a half, or even a 
third, of the teachers we 
presently recruit, if we used 
their time effectively and 
intelligently. 


I recently read an amusing 


example of good teaching that 
would not occur to most people 
in the same position, who 
would argue, harangue or 
over-explain, which is what 
unimaginative teachers do.

cocksure pilot for the first 
time. "Change direction one 
degree to port," advised the 
navigator. "Impossible," said 
the pilot. No one can fly this 
old crate that accurately; give 
me a decent amount of 
correction."

cardboard, two wheels to each 
set (see figure 2) with a flap 
left at the top of each pair so it 
can be glued inside the lid of a 
shoe box as shown in figure 3. 


The top of the box lid 


becomes the floor of the car. 
Make corner posts out of 
pieces of soda straw. Make 
holes in the lid at the corners, 
fit the straws into the holes 
and glues them at the un- 
derside of the car.

the bill is worth about $8,700 in 
today's money.

asked a visitor to whom she

the yellowing, unre- 


deemed voucher. "My pastor 
thinks I should.

about addiction. But physicians 
are aware that any of these 
drying-type nose drops can do 
some mischief if not used with 
proper restraint. 


When you have a drippy nose, 


-there's a reason for it. The 
moisture is nature's method of 
trying to soothe the inflamed 
membranes. Just drying up the 
membranes doesn't do any heal- 
ing. 


Further, there can be a 
•rebound effect," so that when 
the medication wears off, the 
nose becomes drippy and stuff- 
ed again. 


In some patients, the drying 


of the membranes is such that 
they frequently get nosebleeds. 


Nose drops should be used in 


limited fashion, not "every hour 
or two."

and was told to go on a low 
purine diet. Have you such a 
diet?
